T0 BE PASSED TODAY

But Littie Opposition Develops
In the House,

Wasalngton, April 14.—Hours of

| debate on the $7,000,000,000 war rev-

entie bill in the house developed so
little opposition that passnge of the

measure today by an almost unanims- |

ous vote became a certainty. Action
In the senate probably will follow ear
ly next week,

Discussion of amendments undep
the five minute rule is now undar
way.

Amendments approved by Secre-
tary McAdoo to llmit specifically diu.
tribution of the proposed $3.000,000,-
000 foreigm loan which the bill would
authorize to countries actually at war
with Germany and only during hos-
tilities, will be added to the measure
Representative Lenroot of Wisconsin
and others Insleted that without these
lHimitations the gsecretary of the treas-

ury might make loans to Europea:
neutrals  immediately or continn
loans to other countries after the

close of the war,

Demoeratic Leader Kitchin explain
ed thnt the measure carried a pro-
posed bond issue of $6.000,000,000 out

| of the proceeds of which $3,000,000,-

000 was to be loaned to the allles
with their bonds as security, the re.
milning $2.000.000,000 obtained from
th#* sale of bonds to be added to the
procoeds of a proposed $2.000,000,000
certificnte of indebtedness issue and
expended In the prosecution of the
war by the United States.
Issues will earry 336 per cent Interest,

London, April 14—British forces
have shattered German defenses on a
twelve mile front northeast of Arras,
and on o nine mile front nortawest
of 8t. Quentin.
